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of malice in its bearing on legal liability is well conceived and clearly 
expressed in the discussion of defamation and wrong like unto it. 

Volume 2 devoted to Contracts is in a portion of its treatment of 
the subject somewhat startling, but as one follows the theories of 
the author the conviction is reached that his presentation of his 
subject is not only interesting but founded upon sound judgment and 
correct legal principle. 

The third volume devoted tt> Remedial Law is of peculiar interest 
to Virginia lawyers, and will convince them that their adherence to 
common law remedies, modified by wise statutory provisions, is far 
wiser than the so-called Code practise. 

The books are not only useful but pleasant reading. We took 
them up to criticize — we continued their perusal from a sense of 
pleasure, and can commend them to the student of the law, no matter 
what his age. The mechanical work is remarkably well done and the 
books are well indexed.

We have just received from the publishers a copy of the new West 
Virginia Code. It is seldom that, we can pass judgment on a pub- 
lication as we do on this one, saying of it nothing but pleasant 
things with a clear conscience. That most important feature of 
any book, the index, is a real index, prepared with the one idea in, 
view to enable the reader to find at once, the question for which he is 
searching, and this without regard to space. At the beginning of each 
chapter is an exhaustive analysis, of its contents, thus enabling the 
reader to find without any difficulty the matter contained therein. And 
this is not all; each section is accurately ca.tchlined in black type, the 
immense advantage of which is known to every busy lawyer. Another 
feature of the book is the numbering of the sections consecutively, 
which is a great help not only in citation, but is an aid to the memory, 
since important sections in every Code can be more readily recalled 
by their numbers. So much for the editorial work. The publisher's 
work is equally well done, and the book altogether is a great credit to 
all concerned. The selling price has, moreover, been fixed at what, in 
our opinion, is a very low figure; $6.50 for the work bound in one 
volume, or $7.50 when bound in two volumes.
